Close observers also sa-n 


evidence of decreasing distributior 
consumers, so that dealers left with 
part of their stocks unsold, and whole 
sale dealers found less encouragemen 
to buy. The steady increase in thi 
state of things has brought such wel 
laiovrn mills as tho Amoskeag cotton 
and the Slater woolen and many othe 
textile and shoe works to stop opera 
tions for a time, until the prospect i 
clearer. 


In dry goods cancellations are stil 


numerous, sales of men's woolena arc 
not commensurate with the stocks pre- 
pared, and orders are small and inainl 
for low grade goods. Some improve 
ment is seen in dress goods, but cottons 
are dull and print cloth and brown 
goods lower. Sales of wool are remark 
ably small and shipments of shoes fal 
far behind last year. 


The stagnation in iron closes sonn 


magnetic mines jn this state and New 
Jersey and most mines in Michigan, so 
that the lake region has never been 
more depressed. Coke is moving down 
•ward, pigiron is inactive, and though 
dealings in bar and structural produci 
are somewhat larger, prices are the 
lowest ever known. 
The western iron 


interest fails as yet to agree with the 
men about wages, and more works are 
suspending operations. Purchaser of 
tin are moderate and prices lower, anc 
10 1-4 cents is reported for lake copper, 
"while- lead is weaker at 3.6 cents. 


Wheat has fallen 2 cents, corn 1 cent, 


pork products and oil are lower, in 
place of expected advance in sugar a 
decline has come, and cotton, after 
tome advance, recedes again. "Western 
receipts of wheat are liberal and ex- 
ports fairly large, but unprecedented 
stocks press for sale. 


The stock market closed last week 


hopefully. Out 
by Wednesday

Breached the lowest average of prices 
since 188-1. London and short sellers 
then bought and some recovery has fol- 
lowed. 


Boston reports no improvement and 
hand-to-mouth buying, dry goods back- 
ward, woolen orders limited, and the 
clothing trade slow.' Shoes are quiet, 
with buying slender. Wool is more 
steady, bnt sales small. Trade in fur- 
niture and hardware is moderate, and 
building a little more active, as local 
monev markets are easier. 


At Philadelphia dry goods are un- 


changed, liciuor, tobacco and chemicals 
quiet, with slow collections, and wool 
lower, textile manufacturers buying lit- 
tle, and carpet mills generally running 
short time. Banks are holding curren- 
cy and strengthening themselves. 


Baltimore notes some improvement in 


dry goods, and active trade in fruits 
and vegetables. 


An easier feeling prevails at Pittsburg 


in iron, glassworks being closed for the 
summer. 


The Cincinnati money market is 


easier, and Cleveland reports grocery 
trade good, but other hues dull, and 
iron wholly inactive. 


Toronto notes quiet trade and better 


feeling. 


Indianapolis no improvement, but 


banks in strong positions; and Detroit a 
quiet business with the outlook not very 
cheerful. 


Chicago reports 19 per cent decrease 


in clearings. 2.~> in real estate and 0 in 
eastbound shipments: active demands 
for loam, but more free money lending 
and better feeling. The strong posi- 
tion of Chicago banks is shown by re- 
ports. Jobbing trade has fairly satis- 
factory orders and collections easier; 
retail houses doing heavy business. 
Receipts of products are 45 per cent 
larger for corn nnd 80 for wool, but 
most articles decrease 70 per cent in 
wheat, 73 in dressed beet and 28 in 
cattle. 


At Milwaukee the closing of some 


manufactures' and the reduction of 
wages in others and the failure of the 
great iron syndicate are noticed. 


At St. Pan! trade is restricted, Min- 


neapolis lumber sales are reduced and 
sales of flour are below the output. 


At Omaha trade in groceries and 


hardware is good, but other trades 
qn-et and St. Joseph trade fair. 


Receipts of cattle are light at Kansas 


City, and trade much restricted by 
failure of banks in that section. 


Denver trade is demoralized, but now 


more hopeful, and many reported as- 
signments are regarded as measures of 
protecton. 


St. Louis reports business good in

Nearly one-third of tho 703 deaths in 


this city last week were the result of 
three diseases—pulmonary consumption, 
diarrhea and diphtheria. 
The mortal- 


ity from diphtheria in proportion to the 
number of cases of it was very high, or 
45 deaths to 119 cases. Until 40 years 
ago this malady was almost unknown 
in tho United Slates, but it has latterly 
become widely prevalent and is terribly 
dangerous, as may be seen by the rec- 
ords of mortality. No effective method 
of treating it has yet been discovered, 
though men of science have striven and 
are striving to discover such a method. 
It is a contagious disease; it is epidemic. 
Wo wish that some member of the tned- 
ical faculty could find the means of put- 
ting a stop to its ravages or at least re- 
ducing the number of its victims.—New 
York Sun.

A Natural Icehouse. 


In the north sit!e of Stone monntnin, 


sis miles from the mouth of Stony creek, 
in Scott county, has been discovered a 
natural icehouse on a grand scale. One 
of the old settlers first discovered it 
about 1330, but owins to the fact that 
tho land on which at is situated conkl 
not l)o bought he refused to toll its 
whereabouts aud would only take ice 
from il in case of sickness. 


Ho died without revealing tlio secret 


to even hisowu f a mi] y, and but for a 
party of "^ang" diggers cntoriiiif the re- 
gion it might have remained a secret 
for generations, as it is situated in an 
unfrequented part of tho mountain. 


The ice was only protected from tlie 


rays of tho snn by a thick growth of 


^3 resembling a texture und like moss 


that can bo WH-II dangling from the oaks 
of Louisiana and Texas. Its formation 
was alter the fashion cf a, coal vein, bo- 


; few inches thick in bomp places 


while several feet in others. The forma- 
tion indicates that it had been spread 
over iho £.-in't'ace in n liquid statu and 
then congealed. 
By what process it 


freezes or was frozen is a matter of con- 
jecture at this stage of investigation. 
Some think that it was formed inlho 
winter and had been protected since by 
a dense growth of moss which covers 
it, while tho more plausible theory is 
tiiat beneath the bed is situated a great 
natural laboratory-uhoso function i i a 
formation of ether, and tho process of 
freezing goes siearlily on through the 
heat as well ns tho cold. Tho growth of 
moss resembk'd the hanging inosa arotmcl 
Hudson bay aud indicates a frigid tem- 
perature. The brd covers one acre, and 
if it proves inexhaustible- it will bo val- 
uable.—Dispatch to Richmond Stato. 


Fate of u HUSK inn Scholar.

TVliilo 
making a tour of Europe I bethought 
myself of him and wondered why ins 
brilliant parts had not long since brought 
him into prominence. In Russia I rniulo 
inquiries and thero learned to ray aston- 
ishment and sorrow that the student had 
been suspected of treason, tried and sen- 
tenced to "Siberia, whore he had died in 
filth and chains."—St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

On a of tho committee, sit- 
ting by the wall of an up stairs bedroom 
looking through tho large double win- 
dow on the opposite side overlooking a 
plowed neld hedged by trees, with the 
hills beyond, now crowned with dog- 
wood and the dark green of the pines, 
clasped Jier hands, and heaving a long 
drawn sigh said, "Jly God, to think of 
-seeing so much sky!"

Whut, Ha* Buon £t«arnctl Through tlio In- 


vfistijjsitionb «f Our Consulb. 


About n year ngo ihfi consuls ol tuo 


United States in foreign countries wert; di- 
rf-cted by thu dcpiirtntcni of btato a& AVasli- 
higtou to collect arid -send home all obtain- 
able information, iu regard to the employ- 
ment of electricity ia agriculture. This di- 
ivciion wiw given in accorclance with a rev 
olution of the Uniti'd Stales senaie. A 
large number of reports on the subject of 
the inquiry have been received and have 
just been published by the bureau of sta- 
tistics of tlie state department. 


Most, of IbeieporLb show that electricity 


is not employed in agriculture at all in the 
consular districts to wbich they relate. 
Thero are a few exceptions, however. 


The inquiry of the state department was 


twofold—first, oa to thti use of electricity aa 
tt power in the prcmulbion ot farm machin- 
ery and implements, and secondly as to its 
use in the propagation of plants. Electric- 
ity does not seem to be employed as a mo- 
tive power in agricultural operations in any 
foreign countries except Belgium and Eng- 
land. In Belgium Mr. A. Dumont baa a 
large place at Chas-art, where he carries on 
scientific farming upon a very extensive 
scale. Here he runs a thrashing machim 
by means of an electric current, which ex- 
erts a force equal to 12 horsepower m.d is 
carried over n distance of 2,GOO feet. 


In England all the machinery at the 


Blythwood electric dairy, belonging Lo Mr. 
James Blyth of Stanstuad in Ehsex, i? 
worked by electricity. The consul general 
at London writes that this is the only ex- 
ample of the use of electricity iu connection 
with agriculture that has come under his 
notice. In this dairy there are said to bo 
nearly 200 of tlie finest but'er producing 
Ji-i'-scy t,ovvs in the world, and the separa- 
tors and churns am worked wholly by elec- 
tricity, which aUo fsmiUhes light fortJ.e 
establishment. 


In referi'iice- to (lift influence of electricity 


in iLe propagation of plants very full re- 
ports have been received from Mr. Albert 
II. "Witchhunt, United States commercial 
agt-hb ;il Magdeburg in Germany, and from 
Mr. F. M. Burton, United Statei vice con- 
sul at Birmingham, England. Mr. Wat-li- 
burn reviews this various experiments 
which have been made by scientific men in 
Germany Mncc Ibod on the influence of the 
electiic currtnt. and tho electric light on 
plant life. As to ihe question whether ar- 
tificially indut'Pil electric currents passing 
through Hit! pound are bcmeficial or in- 
jurious to vt'gc'taticn, he declares that it 
has not iiracLU'AlIy been sohed up to the 
present timo in Germany, addirg that 
"wluiiiit is true that some few isolated c.v- 
ppriincnts have l«cn highly favorable to 
electricity, tho»e comlucted oil the most ex- 
tensive scale have resulted in very indiffer- 
ent success •' 


As to the influence of electric light, Mr. 


Wa-jhburn mentirns the «xpenments of 
Mr. C, AV. Siemens in 16SO, indicating that 
the effects oC the naked electric light seem- 
ed to be Injurious to plants, and the exper- 
iments of >fr. T. P. Dfiheraiu in 3Sfcl, wlio 
also found that the direct rajs of the elec- 
tric 
light were harmful. 
Mr. Burton 


writes that with the exception of a few ex- 
periment-, by Mr. Chamberlain there has 
been nothing dona at Birmingham iu the 
application of electricity to thy growth of 
plants, but ho sends to Liie state depart- 
ment acopj of a paper read befc-e thuSoci- 
ety of Tek'praph Engineers in 1SSO by tsir 
"\Villiam Siumons, wherein tho author de- 
scribes experiments wbich he says go to 
prove "that electric light is efficacious in 
promoting the formation of fruit rich in 
bloom and aioma, and it" these results 
should be confirmed the horticulturist will 
be able to make himself practically inde- 
pendent of polar light for producing a high 
quality of fruit ul -ill seasons of the year." 


It is to be noted, however, that, although 


13 years have elap^ec! since this opinion 
was expressed, very little progress has benn 
made in utilizing tho electric light for 
horticultural purposes. 


The rcfiiltsoE the inquiry instituted by 


tbo state deparlmcni, by the direction of j 
ihe senate, show that up to the pix-sent 
time t'loctiicity iti agriculture i^ lor tlio 
most part a plaything rather than a prau- 
tic;il iiLTf-nt.—Xcw York Sun.

Flying aiuchine, 


An extraordinary kind of flying ma- 


chine lias been designed by Horatio Phil- 
lips of Harrow, England. In appear- 
ance it might be compared to a long 
boiird on which arc a pair of window 
Winds, co mounted that the shutters aro 
nearly flat. The frame is boat shaped in 
plan, ~j fee-; long and 3 feet wide. It is 
supported on three small wheels and 
carries a small compound engine work- 
ing a screw propeller Gi-feetiu diameter. 
Tho sustainor, or wings, consist of a 
number of wooden blades or slats 
mounted one above the other in a steel 
'frame. 
Each slat is ID feet long and 14 


inches wide, tho combined surface of all 
the slats being 140 square feet. The 
frame is placed in a vertical pc sition and 
arranged transversely to the IUID of mo- 
tion. 


The weight of tho whole machine in 


working order is 360 pounds. It could 
not, of course, bo allowed to noar away 
unfettered, as it is too small to carry any 
person to guido its flight. It is therefore 
attached to a pillar by means of wires 
•which confine its flight to a circular path 
628 feet in circumference. When it is 
desired to operate tho machine, steam is 
turned on and the propeller set to work. 
Ithasmado 1J turns'around the track 
without any of the. tvhccls touching 
ground at a speed of 40 miles an hour, 
and this with enough dead load to bring 
the total weight tip to 885'pounds. This 
is equal to lifting a load of abont 2} 
pounds per square foot of susfcainer sur- 
face when all the conditions aro taken 
into account,—New York Telegram.
